the United States Trust company, 
with Chief Inspector John J. Ryan. 
“No one in particular is under sus­ 
picion.’’ 
The fourteen notes. In a manila 
envelope, w'ere brought by mes­ 
senger to tile trust company from 
the First Boston corporation, and 
were left on a desk in the security 
cage at 11:45 a. rn. Thursday. 
Ten minutes later they were gone. 
The case recalled a somewhat sim­ 
ilar disappearance of $500,000 in 
liberty bonds two years ago from 
a cage of the Continental bank and 
Trust Co. 
Detectives at that time 
believed the thief or thieves had 
stood outside the cage and fished 
out the securities by using a stick 
tipped with chewing gum.
